For obvious reasons, the brother first m 
line is having trouble making up his mind, 
and so Is his wife, The brother next In line, 
however, wants no part of the estate or living 
In BDgl&nd. 

"X doat^ wont U and I don't thitilc my

nothing but sit around and have tea and 
crumpets. 

"What's more," he added significantly, "I 
dont want my children to grow up where 
there's no incentive for advancement and 
where they can have only, one egg a week." 

If all those who are BO partial to com- 
munism and socialism could have some such 
experience, which would prompt them to 
analyze these "Isms" objectively, they prob- 
. ably would be better satisfied with the coun- 
try which affords them the highest relative 
standards of living Jn the world. . 

Bhould It ever come to an actual show- 
down, there are probably very few among 
this country's malcontents who would con- 
alder living either In Bnglind or any of the 
communistic countries.
